He has salt always in 
the corral. He waters his cows once a day, the warmest part. His stable 
is builtto drive through, and daily the sleigh is driven through and the 
stable cleaned out, and the manure taken at once tothe field. At the 
price feed was going at last winter it took 15 cents a day to feed each 


SAM PYE’S PRODUCTIVE PIG 


As might be expected in a district where 

feed can be produced so cheaply, and 

where the dairy industry is so prominent, 

hog raising is carried on extensively and 

quite profitably. The soil conditions and the cliraate, 
which are so eminently suiicd to dairying, are also 
productive of those cross which make the cheapest 
pork. Warm and costly buildings are unnecessary 
here. The shelter of a straw stack is ali that is needed 
for winter. Chopped oats or barley will fatten and 
make splendid pork, or bacon of excellent flavor. 


Here is an instance of what a Red Deer farmer made in one year from an 
investment in one sow. For this particular sow the farmer worked ten day= for 
a neighbor. He got this sow in the fall. She was a purebred York. One 
month after the sow was purchased she had a litter of eleven pigs. Five sos 
were kept for breeding. The other six were put on the market at about seve 
months old and brought $65. The mother and five young sows were bred, and 
the following May they had fifty-four young pigs, which were put into a pasture 
with a straw stack as headquarters. They were marketed October 6th, and 
brought $575. These pigs had no feed other than the pasture, aided by a piece 
of rape, a few sacks of shorts and chop, and the spare milk about the farm. In 
addition, the six sows were re-bred, and before the fifty-four young pigs were 
sold, another litter of fifty-three young pigs were born, making 107 pigs in ull 
from one sow in less than a year.

There has been no change in Can- 
adian industrial conditions to warrant 
the unprecedented slump in Canadian 
Pacific Railway shares. The stock 
may have been too high when it got 
up towards 3800, but there appears to 
be a great deal in the contention that 
a certain Wall Street crowd have 
made it the chief object of attack 
during the last few weeks. The 
operators in question are said to be 
the same men who for two or three 
years past have boomed all things 
Canadian, and boosted “C.P.R.” as 
high as it would go. Having thus 
made a lot of money on the bull side 
they saw in world market conditions 
an unusual opportunity to do the 
same thing on the bear side. 

So the story is that they inspired 
the adverse articles regarding Can- 
adian, aud especially Canadian Pacific 
Railway prospects that have appeared 
in certain American newspapers. Ac- 
companying this publicity movement 
there has been a series of persistent 
bear raids on the issue. Unset- 
tled market conditions abroad have 
facilitated the campaign, but we may 
rest assured that when the operators 
have made all the money they can on 
the bear side they will turn around 
and “bull” the stock and things Can- 
adian for el and perhaps more than 
they are werth, and thus obtain more 
profits on the rise. , 

One thing is certain. If the stock 
was ever warranted in selling any- 
where near 300 it is not dear around 
200. The security has behind it the 
greatest transportation franchise and 
property in the world. The com- 
pany'’s land holdings are very valu- 
able, and it has abundant cash re- 
serves. The main highway across a 
, Tapidly-developing continent, and the 
chief route between Europe and Asia 
| the road is bound to increase [ts busi- 
ness enormously in the next few years. 
Meantime Canadians should not over- 
emphasize the significance of what 
has evidently been a partly manipu- 
lated decline in the country's premier

CANADIAN LAW 
IS COMMENDED 


American Paper Says Canada Has 
Least Security in World For 

Escaping Criminals 

The New York American referring | 
to the capture of H. K. Thaw in Can- 
ada said: “Of all countries in the 
world, Canada cffers the least security 
to strangers with unpleasant chapters 
in their histories. ‘The Dominion has - 


a cold way of louking at these things, } 


that, to a suspect, Inust appear OX | 
seedingly iphospitable. In- the first | 
place, the Canadian courts have ab- | 
sorbed trem the present British tra: | 
dition en appaling contempt for | 
technicalities, Anyone who has ever 
watched criminal trials of the present’ 
day in ngiand must have been im: | 
pressed with the brusque attitude of 
judges to phrase-juggling or efforts to 
translate words into some mcanins 
other than what might be called their 
‘horse sense.’ Barristers even hesi- 
tate to chance the snub of ‘his worship’ 
by advancing a technical objection, un- 
less it be unusual'y clever and subtle, 
fn which case the court: may, etter 
‘a few brief, keen-witted sallies, leave 
it to the jury, with a shrug, as much 
us to say: ‘You gente: n of common 
sense are, of course, Not going to take 


such mental gymnastics into con- 
sideration. This reaction from a too 
technical pericd, when a misspelled 


name or word by an ill-fed engrosser 
could almost upset an indictment, has 
had its effect on Canadian practise, 
We recall the cases of Greene and 
Gaynor after the Captain Carter- 
Savannah harbor scandal. Ino these 
the defendants, refugees drenched 
with unlimited money in a luxurious 
hotel in Quebee, fought with the ald 
of the most astute legal talent for 
months, right through ail the Canadian 
courts to the Judicial Committee of 
the Imperial Privy Council in London, 
only to be landed back ignominicusly 
fn the United States for trial and sen- 
tence. 

Jack Johnson, the pugilist only es- 
caped the clutches of this law) by 
having in his possession a through tie- 
ket from Chicago to Havre, France, 
which had been actually purchased in 
Chicago and was convincing evidence 
of his bona fide Intention to seek 
neither refuge nor residence in Canada. 
The criminal offence of which he had 
been convicted in Illinois was not an 
extraditable offence, the Mann White 
Slave Act having been passed long 
after the extradition treaty had been 


negotiated. even at that, the Can- 
adian immigration authorities never 
lost sight of him until he left the 


country on a steamship. Nor did he 
then take a chance on landing at any 
British port.” 


SEAL IN NEWFOUNDLAND 


An Effort to Commercialize the By- 
Products Failed 


An enthusiastic genius from England 
who visited Newfoundland promoting 
a scheme for developing various fish- 
ing industries more extensively, ad- 
vocated the employmen,. of a steamer 
to follow the sealing fleet, pick up all 
the carcases, and bring them Into St. 
John's, where the best of the meat 
might be sold and the remainder con- 
verted into fertilizer; but it was point- 
ed out to him that if it would pay a 
steamer to do this it would pay her 
very much better to engage in the 
actual seal hunt, and the scheme 
thereupon collapsed. The same genius 
{t was who proposed, and actually did 
put into practice, the experiment of 
canning flippers and offering = them 
for sale, but it is scarcely necessary 
to observe that as the appetite for 
these daintles Is somewhat of an ac- 
quired taste he has not yet succeeded 
jn inducing even the Island railway 
to Inelude them In its dining-car menu. 


At the same time it must not be 
imagined that there is anything un- 
pleasant or unpalatable in) seal flip- 


pers, because the contrary ds the case. 
They are excellent) nourishing tood. 
The flipper or the carcase must be 
eaten fresh to enjoy it at its best, 
but staleness is not an insuperabte 
obstacle, as may be understood from 
the fact that the salting of both into 
barrels for summer consumption is by 
no means unusual. Just as with beef 
and other meats the flipper or car- 
case of an old seal fs not nearly so 
delicate or tender as the younger one, 
and it becomes rancid through the 
operation of the oil much quicker, 
There is, however, an ample number 
of the flippers of young seals obtain. 
able every year to satisfy all of the 
local demands, and it) would) be no 
exaggeration to say that the sturdy 
health of the 4.000 Terranovan sia.

The train consisted of five standard 
sl eping ears, one tourist car and 
one dining car, with a powerful 
mountain engine, 

The Pullmans were 
built forthe serviee, and 
innovation known to modern — car 
builders.

They are 
longer, wider and higher than those 
in operation on most lines. The end 
doors of all cars were equipped with 
a patent device to avoid the possi- 
bility of any thoughtless person al- 
lowing his fingers to be caught when 
the door closes. 

The dining car was one of the 
most modern, the pantry and kitehen 
facilities being especially adapted for 
giving quiek service to a large train, 
a point that nmmst appeal to the 
travelling public. 

The Grand Trunk is the 
way in Canada that does 
its erew in the dining car. The wait- 
ers and kitchen crew sleep in the 
colonist car, and the passengers have 
the advantage of eating their break- 
fast in a well ventilated ear, added 
to which is the knowledge they are 
not eating in aecar which has been 
used as a sleeping compartment dur- 
ing the night, 

The tourisé car used on the trip 
was one of the most nioderd is exis- 
tence. The equipment consists — of 
hlankets and mattresses, the same 
as used in the standard ears. 

THE LATEST PULLMAN CAR. 

The Canterbury Pullman car was a 
step in advance of the four — other 
up-to-date cars used. The smoking 
compartment was equipped with an 
exhaust fan, and it was noticeable 
that with the room full and all 
smoking furiously the smoke was 
quickly carried away by the — ex- 
haust. Ao sanitary drinking glass, 
enclosed in’ aos glass compartment, 
keeps it free from odors and dust, 
and prevents the inexperienced trav- 
eer from using it as a vessel for 
cleaning his teeth, 

The body of the car was equipped 
with electric fans, lights and the 
Graland ventilator. The electric 
lights in each section were operated 
with separate switches. the advan- 
tage of which is thabevhen a passen- 
ger retires at night the individual 
lights can be turned off separately, 
or the passenger wishing to read he- 
fore going to sleep may do as 
long as he likes.
